LLOYDMINSTER 
LIKES ALBERTA 


Citizens Decide in Public Meeting tha; 
their Town Should be in this 


Province 


| _

At a public meeting hela in Lloyd- 
minster on Friday evening, the citizens 
decided almost unanimously that they 
were in favor of being included in the 
Province of Alberta rather than in Sas- 
katchewan. 

Lloydminster is the first town in the 
Dominion of Canada which has had an 
opportunity to choose which province 
it would be in, and this happens’ to be 
the case owing to a peculiar circum- 
stance. When the Provinces of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan were laid out the 
boundary line was placed at the fourth 
meridian. This meridian runs directly 
through the middle of the town of 
Lloydminster; in fact the fourth mer- 
idian is the main street of th town. 
Consequently one half of the town is in 
Alberta and the other half in Saskat- 
chewan. In order to be able to conduct 
the business of the place as a munici- 
pality, it was necessary to alter the 
boundary line so that the entire town 
would be in one or the other of the pro- 
vinces. For some time past there has 
been considerable local discussion jin 
Lloydminster as to which province they 
should annex themselves with, but the 
public meeting called on Saturday night 
was the first action taken to express 
public opinion on the matter. Up un- 
til the present time it has always been 
supposed that the Lloydminster people 
favored annexation with Saskatchewan, 
and the Alberta announcement comes as 
a good deal of a surprise. 

In order to make the desire of the 
Lioydminster p eople law it will be ne- 
cessary to apply to the Dominion Par- 
liament for legislation altering the 
boundary.

THE THISTLES RETURN. 


The Edmonton Senior Thistles_ re- 
turned from their eastern tour on Sat- 
urday evening, together with the other 
members of the party.

Belfrage and a boy employed by him 
put a load of hay in the loft of the 
stable on Saturday night, after which 
time no one, as far as ig known, was 
in the loft, but when the fire was first 
seen it was issuing from that part 
of the building. Mr. Belfrage thinks 
that the fire was of incendiary origin. 
He valued the horses at %g00, and re- 
fused to sell them not more than a 
week ago for $275.

Father Zaklinsky had not been long 
the pastor of the flock when dissentions 
broke out and members of the congre- 
gation commenced to question his or- 
thodoxy. These dissensions led to an 
open rupture and a struggle for the 
possession of the church, as an outcome 
of which the courts were resorted to. 

As the case developed in court it ap- 
peared that when Zaklinsky and his 
flock had quarreled, Zaklinsky had ap- 
pointed trustees of his own making in 
the name of the United Greek church 
and that the congregation, or at least 
a large part of it had undertaken to 
stay by the original trustees ap- 
pointed by themselves. 

The case went into the courts in 1891, 
and has been until the present time 
coming to a conclusion. Some of the 


¢ 


most eminent legal counsel in Alberta 
was engaged. For the United Greek 
party. Messrs. Beck, Macdonald & 
Griesbach, were retained, and for the 
easten Greek party, Messrs. Short & 
Cross, handled the case. In the lower 
courts the case went in favor .of the 
United Greek party, or the Zaklinsky 
trustees. The first action was tried be- 
fore Mr. Justice Scott in Edmonton, and 
‘lasted 33 days. From there it was 


appealed to the full court, w hich sat in 
Calgary, and which confirmed Judge 


Scott’s decision in favor of the Zaklin- 
sky party. From the full court appeal 
was taken by the orthodox party and 
the decision in their favor in Ottawa 
after five years of fighting is the result 
By that decision the orthodox congrega- 
tion are free to take over and enjoy 
the church of their cherished faith 
which they built in 1900.
